"War is a means of settling dis- 
putes between nations. Between 
individuals, disputes may be settled 
before judges. But. nations must 
both respect the decisions of an in- 
ternational court in order that Its 
decisions may be enforced," staled 
Professor R. D. MacLennan at the 
meeting of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege Literary and Philosophical 
Society, last .night. 

"Our idea of progress it not a 
correct concepiton. at least, not 
entirely correct. For war does not 
mean death to Christianity. Many 
young Christians feel it wrong to 
take up arms in order lo destroy 
life, because it is at variance with 
their belief in tne Christian doc- 
trine, and yet things being as they 
are, they may participate in war 
with many grave doubts as to the 
ethics of their action. Others feel 
that they fight in order lo defend 
the same Christian Gospels. 
State To Decide. 

The church can not deny the 
right of the stale to deciure war, 
if in the councils of slate, the states- 
men after mature consideration de- 
cide war is the only way to settle 
the problem. 

Christian pacifism is based upon 
» false understanding of the rela- 
tion .between the state and the 
church. As an historical fact paci- 
fists fail to recognize the limit* of 
authority of the church and its re- 
cognition in. a stale. Final respon- 
sibility lies with the stale not with 
the church, and the soldier parti- 
cipates in war as a member of the 
6late, not as a Christian. The church 
must support the government if it 
feels that the government is the 
legally constituted body, and reprc- 
sents the will of the people. 

So long as such motives as greed, 
lust for power arc in men's minds, 
war remain*. There is nothing in 
the New Testament to lead us lo 
believe in a warlc^s v.orld. The 
ends of war arc nut degrading but 
may be. In Great Britain there is 
more heroism, more superior vir- 
tue shown during -war than at 
any other lime.

Novel by Former 'Daily Editor

"Read all about them, Per- 
use Ihe characters of the most 
prnminenl people of McGill. 
Learn what ihey think about; 
talk about; love about!" All 
these facts are obtainable in 
Gerald Clark's novel about 
McGill University which is to 
Hppear In tomorrow's edition of 
the Montreal Standard. 

Clark, who is y former 
Editor-in-Chief of the McGill 
Daily, has been a feature 
writer with the Standard since 
his graduation in 1030. He has 
however, never lost his interest 
in his Alma Mater, and has 
from lime to time written 
feature M one* about different 
phases of life al Ihe university. 

Among Clark's ambitions at 
graduatiun was lo write a 
novel. Once he had actually 
got himself in hand enough lo 
sit down at a typewriter, he 
found his thoughts wandering 
toward McGill, Thus lie sel the 
scene of his first novel al Mc- 
Gill, and for his character* he 
used Ihe prominent campus 
personalilies of his lime. 

And ihe beauly of Ihe story 
ii that his lime ia not too re- 
moia from our time, io thai we 
too can appreciate Ihe char- 



acterizations of many whom we 
ourselves knew at that time; 
indeed we can enjoy them 
more, for like a true portrayer 
of character, Clark has empha- 
siied Ihe faults and eccentric- 
ities of his characters. 

Briefly, the story is that ol 
two graduate students who are 
doing research work in the De- 
partment of Genetics under the 
guidance of the kindly and 
popular Dr. Crawford "who ia 
the student's idea of a profes- 
sor." As is apparently custom- 
ary with fictional acientists, 
these two stumble upon a dis- 
covery that immediately be- 
comes the prey for an interna- 
tional spy ring. 

The unraveling of the plot 
so as to foil ihe spies at their 
dastardly work is readable, and 
keeps you in anxious suspense. 
But tl.a real interest In the 
novel lives in the characters 
who take purl in the mad chase 
all over Montreal and Quebec. 

All students above second 
year, and many in the lower 
years, and in all faculties, can 
do well I» read this novel, and 
chuckle over Ihe antics of tnose 
who have made their mark on 
Ihe McGill campus during the 
past few years.

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City Councillors 

Councillors of the City of Montreal 
under the new organization face a difficult 
task. On their shoulders lies the responsi- 
bility of guiding the affairs and handling 
the administration of the metropolis of 
Canada. Thirteen public bodies in the 
city have been given the authority to 
Eelect three representatives each to the 
Montreal City Council which comes into 
being next month. The thirty-nine men 
•so elected will undoubtedly be among the 
moft able of the new civic administrators. 

An announcement, therefore, of vital 
interest ta students was made by the 
Principal yesterday. It told of the ap- 
pointment by the Governors of the three 
Councillors from McGill University.

When that comes to pass, 
bombing Germany, together with the block- 
ade will do the trick, plus the restiveness of 
the conquered European peoples. If this does 
not produce a collapse, it would be a relatively 
simple matter for the navy to effect a landing 
on the long and sparsely guarded French coast.. 
Invariably our questioner doesn't think it can 
be done, that our facts, and what he calls our 
hopes are all wishful thinking. Of course this 
gloomy class has no solution to offer— just says 
it can't be done. We don't know what to say 
either except to tell them that we're sure 
they're wrong and that they had better not be 
defeatists because that is the best way to 
guarantee defeat.

Company basis, the road race has 
also been adapted to this plan. 
Every entrant earns two points for 
his company regardless of where 
or when he finishes. The four men 
from each company who finish first 
will represent the company team 
and will cam thirty points for 
their respective companies. The 
second place team * will obtain 
twenty-five points for its company 
and so on. 

Outside of McGill there will be 
other teams representing the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, the Military 
Training Centre No. 40, and the 
Victoria Rifles, Battalion I. 

This athletic event is also the 
running of the five mile champion- 
ship in the Province of Quebec, and 
the first three men to finish will 
receive gold, silver and bronze 
medals according to their respec- 
tive positions.

It is also In 
their own interests to enter, he 
Mated, for in the event of Britain's 
defeat, the U.S. would have no 
chance of survival as a democracy. 
Finalists Arguments. 
The nine of the finalists, who 
chose the negative side of the re- 
solution, emphasized the fact that 
Britain's need at the present time is 
for planes, ammunition and other 
war materials, and not for men. 
More men would only bring Eng- 
land more mouths to feed, and take 
away workers from America's farms 
and factories which are now sup- 
plying food and materials for the 
allies. They all stressed the un- 
preparedness of the United Slates, 
and pointed out that by bringing 
their own army, navy, and air force 
to wartime strengtth, vital supplies 
would be diverted from Britain. 
Another argument used by the 
negative speaker was that the 
United States is now holding Japan 
in check< in the Pacific, but if sho 
entered the war and was forced to 
protect her Atlantic seaboard, Japan 
would have a free hand in the east. 
Finally, they pointed out the im- 
portance of having one country not 
economically and socially disorgan- 
ized at the close of the war to play 
a leading part in the world recon- 
struction to follow.
